The right of the United S tates to

European nations, but E urope was 
busy with its own affairs aud in th*' 
early days tho Monroe D octrine was 
not challenged. 
Time passed. 
Mexico and Central 
and South American countries threw 
off th*' yokes of Spain and Portugal. 
Democracy progressed In Europe. Th# 
British 
governm ent w as liberalized. 
France became a re nubile, then an 
empire, and th en once more a repub­ 
lic. 
With the exception of th e Ger­ 
man menace, w hich was not. recog­ 
nized until th e w ar broke out, Europe 
seemed to have no territorial designs 
on America. 
B u t the Monroe Doctrine grew and 
grew. From being a protection against 
the 
aggression 
of m onarchy which 
m ight overthrow democracy In the 
United States, it came to be inter­ 
preted as Involving a duty of this 
country to protect th e little Latin- 
American republics from punishm ent 
for reprehensible acts such as repu­ 
diation of debts or violence to the p er­ 
sons or property of foreigners residing 
in their borders. 
We w ere piecing ourselves in the po­ 
sition of bein#' m ade th e policem an 
whose duty It ^vas to m ake th e little 
republics be goodby force or ourselves 
to light lither nat^m s which m ight a t­ 
tem pt to protect ut ie rights of their 
citizens.

foreign entanglem ent more likely to 
involve us in w ar th a n this? 
Ii will 
be rem em bered h o w . ne ar w e cam e to 
w ar w ith E ngland puce .on this ac­ 
count; and ju s t befofrot h e world w ar 
broke out it began to seem p retty plain 
th a t we either woyld have to enforce 
order in Mexico or stand aside and see 
some other nation do it.

France, Russia aud other nations in 
IOU and tlu» years following, and no 
on*' even noticed It.

T hese disputes w ere just 
as likely—probably m ore so— to In­ 
volve the Monroe D octrine as anything 
else.

would have had to submit them to an 
international body much like th a t pro:

But, though we had signed away 
our rights under tho Monroe Doctrine, 
tho league of nations, while ii does n«»l 
mention tins American principle apo­ 
litically, In reality does recognize ii 
by virtue of recognizing Hie fundam en­ 
tal principle underlying ti; and this 
i;: (he lirst general recognition it has 
ever had. 
The Monroe Doctrine asserte*l that
